Charles Gerhardt, 76, veteran 
attorney who practiced the pro­ 
fession of law for more than 50 
years and who was for many year* 
active in the civic affairs and the 
growth of Circleville, died at 7:55 
a. rn. Sunday in his home at 240 
E ast Mound street. Death followed 
an illness of about one year and 
was attributed to complications. 
Mr. G erhardt was born March 
28, 1870, in W alnut township, the 
son of George Gerhardt and Caro­ 
line Blum G erhardt and he lived 
hia entire life In Pickaway county. 
Mr. Gerhardt served two three- 
year terms as Pickaway county 
prosecuting attorney, having been 
elected in 1902 and re-elected In 
1905. At one tim e he was a mem­ 
ber of the Ohio Board of Parole 
by appointment of Gov. Frank B

In many easel, it will dis­ 
appear without treatmenL 
These swellings, or ganglia m 
they are called when more than 
on# is present may, however, de­ 
velop not only on the hands and 
wrists but also on the feet and 
ankles and then there ie a possi­ 
bility of trouble due to pressure of 
the aho*. 
Three or four different methods 
for treating ganglia have been 
suggested. One method which has 
been commonly used is to put pres­ 
sure on the swelling for several 
minutes until it ruptures or breaks 
open and then to put a tight band­ 


age over It for a few days. This 
method is simple, not dangerous 
end causes no scar formation. 
However, according to Dr. Rich­ 
ard W. Doyle of tha University of 
Liverpool, 
this treatment can 
sometimes be very painful. If the 
pressure fails to rupture the gang­ 
lion, th# patient often loses con­ 
fidence and will Tartly return for 
repetition of the procedure. 


Second Method 
A second method consists of in­ 
troducing an instrument called a 
tenotome through th* skin into the 
side of th# ganglion, and cutting 
the capsule or outer coat of th# 
ganglion. Then pressure is put on 
it to spread the substance in th# 
ganglion through th# surrounding 
tissues. 
Still another method consists of 
passing two or three strands of 
sterile silkworm gut through th® 
ganglion, using a needle to pierce 
it and again putting pressure over 
ths swelling so that the substance 
in the ganglion empties out of iL 
AU of these methods of treat­ 
ment would teem to work because 
they seem to set up some irritation 
in the ganglion which Dads to a 
cure. 
In general, it would appear that 
th# method of treatment most 
often used is an operation for re­ 
moval of the entire ganglion. Of 
course, there is the disadvantage 
that it leaves a acar, but when th# 
operation is properly carried os! 
there is no danger of recurrence.
